Which Were Probably Those of a 
Murderer. 

The Truckee Republican of the 12th 
inst. says: Last Thursday morning 
the two little sons of Joseph Von Flue, 
while driving cows, found some frag- 
ments of bones, some wearing apparel, 
a cnff-button and several smal! coins 
on top.of a high hill about a mile and | 
a half south of town.

A discussion arose as to the best 
method of encouraging settlement, and 
the general sentiment was expressed 
that it was essential that land with 
water rights attached should be placed 
in the hands of the Manager to be 
offered to intending settlers, and also 
that circulars containing information 
with reference to the resources of the 
State should be placed in the hands of 
immigrants on tbe cars at the State 
line, and that the privilege of stopping 
over should be given to immigrants 
who wished to look at the lands. 

Mr. Springmeyer of Douglas county 


said that the population of that county 


had been recently increased by twenty- 
two German immigrants, and that six 
more were coming. He declared tbat 


‘if the title to water was settled so that 


water rights could ,be attached to the 
lands there would be no difficulty in 
largely increasing the population of 
Carson valley. 

Instructions were given Manager 
Fulton to make inquiries about estab- 
lishing an agency of the Board in San 
Francisco, and also to make arrange- 
ments to put printed information con- 
cerning the State into the hands of 
iw migrants passing tbrough it. 

The gevera! sentiment was expressed 
that no great advance ‘could be made 
in settling the State until stop-over 
privileges were secured, and also until 
the various enterprises projected for 
the construction of storage reservoirs 
and ditches could be inaugurated so as 
to attach the water tothe land. 

Mr. Newlands said that he had been 
making a careful study of the subject 
of water storage on both the Truckee 


_and Carson rivers, and that it was his 


opinion that enterprises could be in- 
augurated either by the State or by 
water districts organized along each 
river, which would open up to cultiva- 
tion within five years at least 200,000 
acres. He said that as to the Truckee 
river the question of the storage of 
water had been almost solved; that 
outside of Lake Tahoe he had secured, 
with the approval of the local com- 
mittee, almost all the reservoir sites 
essential to the completion of the st or- 
age system, and that when a water 
district is formed by the incon:ing 
Legislature be proposed to turn over 
such properties to the district at cost. 
He suid that be bad secured in addition 
to the storage system about 7,000 acres 
from the State wich he proposed also 
to turn over to such district, and that 
be intended to purchase mure. He 
thought that these lands when sold to 
settlers would largely reiniburse the 
expenditures made. 

As to the Carson river, Mr. New- 
lands stated that water storage there 
is much more expensive than on the 
Truckee, but that ditches were much 
less expensive; that there were three 
excellent reservoir sites on that river, 
one in Donglas county, another in 
Ormsby and a third in Lyon, which 
are capable of storing large quantities 
of water. He thought that the State 
Irrigation Commissioners ought to 
take huld of the matter, and should 
expend the $100,0V0 appropriated at 
the last Legislature, and such other 
sums as “— be subsequently ap- 
propriated. That river, he said, was 
in an unfortunate condition as to liti- 
gation, aud that so long us it continued 
no settlement of the lands within its 
reach could be made; but he did not 
think that the Commissioners should 
take in hand the construction of any 
reservoir unless they could secure 
sufficient land to partially reimburse 
them for their expenditures; that in 
Carson Valley and Douglas county 
there were about 15,000 acres of desert 
land which bad been taken up by 
Surveyor-General Jones, the Note- 
wares, who are deputies in his office, 
and by Mr. Dangberg; that this land 
was worthless to the men who have 
taken it up, because they cannot apply 
water to it, but that if it could be re- 
stored to the State, the State would 
be justified in storing water in Douglas 
county, which would be of immense 
advantage to all the settlers there If 
this could not be effected he thought 
the Commissioners should make ar 
rangements to store water down where 
land could be secured py the State 


any brush or other materials in the 
way, and then sowing the seed and | 
lightly harrowing it in.”’ 

This experiment is not new, nor | 
does its euccess depend upon the 
abundant moisture of the past six 
months, for it has been on trial the 
past three years, a period in the pass- 
ing history of the State remarka):e for 
its extreme and exhausting drouths. 

It is my desire to encourage others 
who may be inclined to undertuke the 
cultivation of the cereals, rye, wheat, 
barley and other oats, without irriga- 
tion, upon lands fitted for it and which 
are remote from such aid, and also to 
cultivate all such lands within irriga- 
ble districts which can be sv used, 
thus permitting the i-rigating waters 
to be spread over a wider area, that | 
bring forward this paper, reinforced by 
these evidences of success from the | 
hand of Mr. Cram. 

I have used my endeavor in this 
line, backed by some considerable ex- 
perience, to encourage others to do as 
Mr. Crum has done, and so far with- 
out failure. From all that I know, 
there are large areas in this State sus- 
ceptible of a high state of cultivation, 
which can be made to produce a large 
range of crops without irrigation. If I 
am right in this conclusion, and efforts 
are wade to prove it trne by actual ex- 
periment in divers parts of the State, 
then farmers may be invited in confi- 
dence to settle among us, and they 
can begin the cultivation of sach soils 
with a certainty that they shall reap a 
crop for the first year’s labor bestowed 
upon them—a crop, too, which will 
consist of more than hay, for I am 
sure that the lands iu question can be 
made to raise all that an Lilinois farm | 


can produce, except, perhaps, corn. 

There is a large area of the State | 
which I am sure can be made to pro- 
duce crops of the finest wheat and 
other cereals with irrigation. 

It is the northeastern portion, and 
the the lands which can be thus used 
are those of aclay subsoil—those made 
of clay entire, but not saline clays. 
Such lands will hold all the moisture 
which falls upon them during the fal! 
and winter months until July follow- 
ing. This is sufficient for the purpose. 
Cultivation with a plow must nut be 
undertaken, for that dries up the 
moisture stowed away in the suil to 
such an extent as to hinder the rapid 
germination of the seed, hence the 
plants so germinated are too late to get 
their full growth before the moisture 


is all gone from the soil, and also pre- 
vents the germination of all the seeds 
sown in it. 

Cuarwes W. Irisu.

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Newlinds as to how large an area in 
this State could be cultivated without 
irrigation, General Irish stated that 
this can be dove on ail clay lands 
throughout Nevada. This fact had 
alxo been proven by Mr. Hardy of 
Elko. He said that these clay soils 
are found very seldom in the valleys, 
but are generally situated in canyons. 

Mr. Thompson said that rye was 
raised on Sam Davis’ ranch without 
irrigation and on gravelly soil. Mr. 
Springmeyer added that there is a 
good deal of clay lands in Carson val- 


ey. 

A draft of a proposed address by 
the Board tothe people of the State, 
suggesting methods for reducing the 
expenses of government in Nevada, 
prepared by Mr. Baker, was read. He 
also exhibited and explained a map 
showing how the fourteen counties of 
the State could be consolidated into 
eight counties. The subject was re- 
ferred, for further consideration, to a 
committee consisting of Messrs. Eoley, 
Coffin, Fulton, Bender, Powning, 
Bigelow, Sharon and Springmeyer. 

The Manager was instructed to ex- 
amine into the proposition of making 
an exhibit of the products of the State 
in the roums of the California Board 
of trade, and also to prepare an address 
to the Southern Pacific Company in 
regard to granting stop-over privileges 
to immigrants passing through Ne- 
vada, and asking for other assist- 
ance to the Board. On behalf of 
the committee which was authorized 
to communicate with the South- 
ern Pacific Company for the 
purpose of securing aid from that 
company for the Board. Mr. Foley 
reported that the committee had failed 
to accomplish anything. He moved 
that communications sent by the 
Board to the railroad companies and to 
the men who have made fortunes in 
the State, asking for assistance to the

The sudden demand for mummied cats 


. cewinds me of a visit pail many years 


ago to the famous crocodile pits of 
Maabdeb. It may safcly be assumed 
that those who have visited Maabdeh 
are very few. It lies some distance 
from the Nile, behind Manfaloot, where 
no one stopped in the good old dabeeh 
days, and the moders steamérs only 
touch; moreover, the pits are in the des- 
ert itself, some hours’ ride. ‘“‘Murray,” 
prudent as usual, does not encourage 
the adventurous. The editor of the 
“Egyptian [landbook”’ admits that his 
brief remarks are not based on personal 
knowledge, and the errors therein 
show that they are not based 
upon a trustworthy report. I: is 
not unwarrantablo presumption, there- 
fore, to fancy that these very 
curious antiquities are rather dis- 
cussed than known. My own experience 
was due to accident. Dropping down 
the Nile very late in the spring of 1863 
our dabeeh was becalmed off Mantolcot, 
and the dragomen, badgered by two 
young Britons w find them sport, un- 
willingly named the pits of Maabdeb. 
He proposed simply to ride thither and 
return—that, indeed, is a day’s journey. 
But, as it chanced, the legend of the 
pits had been familiar to me as long as 
I can recollect. In the beginning of 
this century a certain Mr. Leigh, M. P., 
explored them with most disastrous re- 
sults. His narrative may be found ina 
quaint old child’s book called *‘Winter 
Evenings,” extracted, doubtless, from 
some record which I never came across. 
‘*Murray” gives no reference to the 
story. My recolleetion can not be 
trusted to tell what happened to Mr. 
Leigh precisely; but I know that one 
of his followers died in the cavern, 
another was lost, a third escaped 
after awful suffering; and finally they 
had to run the gauntletof an infuriated 
population to the river side, whence the 
Pasha, or somebody, sent them prison- 
ers to Cairo. On the whole, it wasa 
very striking adventure, a special fa- 
vorite in our nursery. So, when the 
dragoman suggested in this casual way 
a visit to the crocodile pits of Maabdeh., 
it seemed very strange and thrilling to 
my mind—as though he had proposed a 
trip to fairyland by excursion train. 
Ot course, his mouest programme was 
decided; we wou!! {o low the steps of 
the unfortunate memtor of Parliament 
to the bitter end. Our dragoman be- 
came serious now. He urged that it 
was much too late in the day for start- 
ing, and we had to submit; doubtless, 
the good man hoped a wind would 
spring up in the night; but he was dis- 
appointed. Long before dawn on the 
morrow we set out, and in the afternoon 
we reached the spot. 

The entrance of the pits is an oblong 
fissure in the middle of a sma!! plateau 
among the mountains; that is, no other 
entrance was known in 1863. There are 
no facilities for descent; one may let 
eneself fall sheer a matter of nine or 
ten feet and clamber up again with the 
help of a donkey boy’scummerbund. I 
do not recollect that the ugly possibili- 
ties of the situation struck us at all, 
but perhaps some measures had been 
taken to make sure that the boys did not 
desert. One of them, indeed, headed 
the advance; our dragoman bad never 
been down before. The Arab began by

enormous masses of stone packed as 
close as they will stand, over which one 
has tociamber stooping. Here myriads 
of bats assail the expiorer, blowing out 
his candle instantly, clinging to his hair 
and beard in ropes A moment more, 
and they vanish with a soft rustie of 
countless wings, such as | have heard 
in other climes when the saod grouse 
fly overhead at dawn and evening. On 
the opposite side of this vault, the first 
trace of handiwork is observed —a square 
doorway. [ myself would have been 
quite satisfied to drop the track of Mr. 
Leigh's footsteps at this point. But the 
dragoman was interested now—taking, 
perhaps, a professional pride in putting 
the business through successfully.

said things had been so éver since he 
could recollect. It must be supposed 
that these were mummies of priests and 
attendants buried with the sacred rep- 
tiles in their charge—great personages, 
some of them, evidently. Their fami- 
lies had been laid with them: for there 
were as many women perhaps as men, 
and a great number of children. Every 
one had been stripped and torn to 
pieces—all of those on the surface at 
least, for a hurried examination 
failed to show how deep the serried pile 
of bodies lay. Muingled with them were 
sheets and strips of cloth, fragments of 
Sarcophagi and quantities of women's 
hair on scalps—wigs possibly. On the 
other side of this vault lie the hinder- 
most battallions or the crocodile host— 
innumerable. Standing on the human 
pavement there is just space enough 
above and in front to observe the man- 
ner of their disposal, for the topmost 
layer or two has been pulled down. If 
it were not certain for other reasons 
that the present entrance is not that 
formerly used, the arrangement of these 
crocodile mummies would prove it. 
They filled the space completely from 
floor toarch and side toside until the 
upper ones were removed —neatly 
aligned, tail to head, head to tail, with 
palm leaves laid between and the inter- 
stices filled up with countless multi- 
tudes of young eggs, these latter tied 
up in bundles and wrapped each one in 
a strip of cloth. Since every layer was 
piled to the roof, it is manifest 
that those who arranged them 
must have worked backwards; and 
since it would be as easy to 
drag an elephant through those pass- 
ages as to drag the superb specimens 
here—unequalled in my experience—of 
alligators and crocodiles—they must 
needs have been brought from the other 
side. The demonstration is complete, 
for we had extremest difficulty in draw- 
ing behind us two heads chosen among 
the smaller ones. Moreover, it is un- 
likely that the bats used that long sub- 
terranean outlet; they are probably 
acquainted with a better and nearer 
route. I fancy that the enormous blocks 
of stone upon the floor of the sevond 
chamber had been put there after ex- 
cavation, out of the way. No one can 
form an idea how far the caverns ex- 
tend. Removing the top layers as they 
went, and crawling beneath the rvof, 
Arabs, we were told, had exp!ored a 
vault beyond this and found more croc- 
odiles still on the further side. The 
mountain, they said, was stuffed witb 
them; and it is possible. Assuredly the 
pits area mine of nitrate; and this ex- 
portation of mummies for manure may 
effect one good thing at least by caus:.ng 
them to be emptied. Treasures may lie 
beyond the vaults where those myriads 
of crocodiles are stored.—St. James a- 
zette.

Nothing strikes the visitor to our c.ty 
as being as attractive as Our smooin 4+ 
phaltum pavements, over wh:ch coase 
lessly roll a throng of g:itter:ng e@)u:p- 
ages, so smoothly that the on-y souad is 
the gentle “whirr, whirr,” Qf iuw, broad 
wheels and the sharp ‘‘tap, tap” of tne 
black-painted hoofs of the high-s:epping 
steeds. Among the continuous stream 
of prancing teams, liveried drivers, 
shining horses and jingling chains the 
White House carriage never faiis :o at 
tract attention. 

The team consists of two big, g'ossy 
bays, covered, with silver-plated b wrness, 
while upon the box sits Albert Haw ins, 
the negro coachman, who has ham iled 
the ribbons for six consecutive Presi 
dents—Grant, Hayes, Uarfield, Arthur, 
Cleveland and Harrison. No drum- 
major or Brigadier-General ever evinced 
the self-satisfaction of this Jehu. Bolt 
upright, with his black fur cape, hoe 
handles the reins with conscious pride, 
scarcely deigning to glance at the hum- 
bler carriages that roll at his side. 

The White House stables are a pretty 
group of brick buildings situated on a 
lot south of the mansion and sheltered 
by a row of box trees. There are four 
horses for the use of the President's 
family—three bays andagray. One of 
the bays is named John, and he is of a 
remarkably gentle nature and extreme- 
ly fond of eating sugar from Mrs. llarr:- 
son's hand. With John in the shaftsofa 
stylish mail phewton, the President can 
be seen any fine afternoon driving down 
the beautiful boulevard of Sixteentno 
street, accompanied by a member of his 
family or his former law partner Miller. 

There are four other horses, but these 
are for the use of the officcts of the 
bousebold. The big gray Ben isa finely- 
formed animal and a good carriage 
horse; another, a light, tapering-limved 
sorrel, bas fine gaits for riding, but -as 
none of the family ever indulge it is 
used only in the carriage. Adjoining 
the sta:is is the room in which rest the 
mail-phwton, brougham, cabriolet and 
big, roomy family carriage. These are 
for the exclusive use of the Harrisons.
